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Tuts Return comprises the Birras and Dearas registered by 2190 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the Winter quarter ending March 31st, 1853; 
and the MarriaGes in more than 12000 churches or chapels, about 3373 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 624 Superinten- 
dent Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended December 31st, 1852. 

The Return of Marriages is not complete ; but the defects are inconsiderable, and 
approximative numbers have been supplied from the records of previous years. 

The marriages in the last quarter, and in the whole of the year 1852, have 
greatly exceeded in number those of any previous return; and this increase of 
families, confirming other accounts, implies that the condition of the great body of 
the people is prosperous. But the prosperity of a nation is sometimes overpowered 
by death, and it has happened that the mortality at the close of the year 1852, as 
well as in the winter of the present year, has, notwithstanding the activity of trade, 
been unusually high, through the inclemency of the season, the prevalence of 
epidemics, and perhaps the partial destruction of the potato crop.

94416 persons were married in the last quarter of the year 1852, the three months 
after harvest, the Christmas quarter, in which, according to the customs of England, 
the greatest number of weddings are celebrated. This number, however, exceeds 
the numbers in the corresponding quarter of any previous year; and if the whole 
year is taken, it shows a proportional excess. There were 1 58439 marriages in the 
year 1852, 153740 in 1851, and, only ten years ago, 118825 in the year 1842. The 
marriages in the five years 1838-42 were 6052109, in the five years 1848-52 they 
were 745030. le marriages in England from 1843 to 1852 were at such a rate 
that 1 in 60 people married annually ; the proportion in 1852 was 1 in 57; while 
in the last quarter of the year 1852 it was 1 in 48. ‘The increase is greatest in 
London, where 7101 marriages took place in the last quarter of 1852. The increase 
in the other divisions is less remarkable ; and in the South Midland, as well as the 
Eastern Counties, the rate of marriages was below the average. 


BIRTHS. 

161598 births were registered in the quarter ending March 31st, 1853. ‘The 
number is slightly less than the number registered in the corresponding quarter of 
the year 1852, but in excess of the number registered in the winters of any 
previous years. The greatest number of births is registered generally in the 
spring, but in 1852 it happened exceptionally that the births in the winter 
exceeded the births in the spring quarter. The annual proportion of births since 
1843 has been I in 30; in the winter quarter the average rate is t in 29 ; in the 
winter quarter of the present year it has been 1 in 28. . 


INCREASE OF POPULATION. 
As the births registered in the winter quarter were 161598, and the deaths 
118241, the natural increase of which we have an account is 43357. The natural

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increase of population, owing to the high rate of mortality, is less than usual, and 
less by 12000 than it was in the winter quarter of 1852. The tide of emigration 


still rolls on, and in the winter 57729 persons left the ports of the United Kingdom 


at which there are Government Emigration Agents.* 43493 emigrants sailed from 
Liverpool, 7249 from London, and 2129 from Plymouth ; but it must be borne in 
mind that a large number of the emigrants from Liverpool are Irish, who resort 


to that port for the convenience of embarkation. 


The price of provisions has still further advanced ; wheat, which in the winter 
quarter of 1852 was 4os. rod., is in the present season 45s. 7d.; beef, by the 
carease, at Leadenhall and Newgate markets has risen from 43d. to 44d. a pound ; 
mutton, from 4#d. to 53d. a pound; and potatoes (York regents), which were 70s. 
in the winter of 1852, are 127s. 6d. a ton in the winter of 1853; a price which, it is 
to be feared, places this esculent beyond the reach of many poor families. It may be 
here stated, that the potato cannot be replaced by bread, beans, or pease alone, 


and that in its absence an extra allowance of fruit, green vegetables, or herbs is 


required. Scurvy, in consequence of the neglect of this precaution, prevailed 
extensively in the spring of the year 1847, after the first great destruction of the 
potato crop.

STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 
118241 deaths have been registered in the first three months of the present year, 
a number exceeding by 11559 the deaths in the winter quarter of 1852, and by

still more the deaths in any previous winter, except the winters of 1847 and 1548, 
when influenza and cholera prevailed. The annual mortality in England has, 
within the last 10 years, been at the rate of 2°252 per cent. ; on an average of the 
10 winter quarters the rate has been 2°467 per cent.; in the winter of the present 
year 2°620 per cent. The annual rate of mortality was raised in both the town 
and the country ; in 117 districts, comprising the chief towns, from 2°759 to 2°888 © 
per cent.; in 507 country and small town districts, from 2°246 to 2°397 per cent. 
The ratio is increased by the season more in the country than it is in the towns ; 
which, however, still maintained their fatal pre-eminence, destroying by their dirt 
and imperfect sanatory arrangements, out of the same population, 5 lives to every 
4 who die in the open country. 

Small-pox, scarlatina, typhus, influenza, or bronchitis have prevailed in many 
places, and are the proximate causes of the excessive mortality. 

_ The excess of mortality has been general, but it has been greatest in the 
South-western Division (V.), in the Division (VI.) on the Severn, in Wales, and in. 
Lancashire: on the whole, the western side of the island appears to have sustained 
the heaviest losses. 


Lonpon has latterly been unusually unhealthy, but the excess of deaths is chiefly 
referable to the depression of the temperature in February and March; and in the 
13 weeks the deaths, allowing for increase of population, have not exceeded the 
numbers in the winter quarters of 1849 and 1851. Of the zymotic class of diseases, 
searlatina (574), hooping-cough (702), and typhus (662), were the most fatal. 
Consumption has been unusually fatal, and the deaths were 1872 to 1630 in the 
winter quarters of 1849. Bronchitis was fatal to a greater number of persons 
(1880) than consumption, or to 600 more than died of that disease in the winter 
quarter of 1849, 1850. Carbuncle has been unusually fatal; the deaths in the last 
five winter quarters have been I, 2, 3, 17, 20. “here is no decline in the -deaths - 
from delirium tremens, or intemperance,*or poison. The deaths by fractures and 
contusions exhibited a remarkable increase ; they have been in the five last winter 
quarters 114, 139, 163, 161, and 181. 


In the Sours astern Drvisron (Ii.) the most remarkable feature is the high 
mortality in Croydon. The deaths in this district from all causes in the winter 
quarter were 275; while in the four previous winter quarters they were 194, 155, 
139, and 144. ‘The Registrar in his note simply states, that fever caused the 
increase of deaths, and that it has now happily subsided. No further notice is

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here necessary, as the disease has been the subject of investigation by able sanatory 
inquirers appointed by Her Majesty’s Government. Fever has also prevailed at 
Brenchley in the Tunbridge District, and at Fawley in the New Forest. 


In the Soura Mrprianp Divisron, Hatfield, Chesham, Wendover, Waddesdon, 
Leckhampstead, Henley, Towcester, Bedford, Wisbeach, and Ely, have experienced 
a higher mortality than the average, chiefly from fever or bronchitis ; at the 
present time there are several bad cases of fever in Daventry. Romsey, in Hun- 
tingdon, has suffered from intermittent and other fevers, from erysipelas, and from 
boils. The registrar of Luton, the seat of the straw-plait works, says, the population 
has increased by 2000 persons since 1851. 


In the Easrprn Divisron influenza has prevailed in a part of the Maldon 
district; mumps in Coggeshall ; typhus in Dunmow; fever in parishes of Stow; 
small-pox in several districts of Norfolk. In Rougham typhus has prevailed; it 
Js in a low damp district, and “the dwellings are little better than pigsties or 
“ hovels.” 


In the Soutm Western Division a fever nearly as fatal as the Croydon fever | 
J Na 


broke out at Longbridge Deverill (Warminster), where the deaths in three months,

without including those in other parts of the sub-district, were 27. . The ravages of | 


the fever, it is said, were confined to the space of 100 yards square. Small-pox 
has prevailed in Exeter and the surrounding districts, where, by the cruel negli- 
gence and ignorance of their parents, the lives of many children are sacrificed. 
The increased mining operations and the increase of population in Cornwall are 
referred to by the registrars. Cornwall as well as Somersetshire has suffered from 
scarlatina and small-pox. 


The deaths in the West Mipranp Division (VL) were 14832, a number con- 
siderably exceeding the average. Small-pox was fatal to many children in Bristol. 
Typhus was fatal in Albrighton, in Shropshire, and in Wem, where the disease was 
in one case communicated to the family by a child returning from service after an 
attack of fever, which resulted in the death of the father and 2 children. 

The Registrar of St. Mary, Shrewsbury, where the deaths exceeded the births 
registered, states, that there has been much sickness during the quarter, partly 
from damp and floods and partly from the want of better sanatory regulations. 
“ The nuisance (he says) in this district by the dye-waste water running from the 
“ thread manufactory into the Shrewsbury Canal, a stagnant water, causing an 
“ offensive and abominable stench, is very injurious to the health of a dense and 
“ complaining population. It is, however, gratifying to add, that the authorities 
“ are taking up this and other nuisances in order to their removal.” 

Fever and scarlatina and bronchitis have been fatal in several districts of Staf- 
fordshire, Worcestershire, and Warwickshire. The Registrar of Holy Trinity, 


Coventry, has the following remarks on the inefficiency of the medical attendance 


on the poor: “Although out of the 106 deaths 78 are entered as ‘certified,’ there 
“is reason to believe that comparatively very few of these received any systematic 
“ medical treatment, but that the certificates were obtained from professional men 
“ whose attention had been called to the cases almost at the last moment, when 
“ death appeared to be inevitable. During this quarter I have registered the births 


' “ of 11 illegitimate children, and ro deaths of the same class.” 


In the Norra Miptanp Drviston (VIL.) the mortality has been considerably above 
the average in Ashby, Lincoln, Spilsby, Basford, Nottingham, Southwell, Belper, and 
Bakewell, and chiefly from scarlatina, fever, and small-pox. Fever has been very 
prevalent in several villages round Lincoln, and in Lincoln would, probably, have 
been more fatal had it not been for the improved condition of the labouring classes 
and the effective drainage of the country. 

In the Norra-Wesrern Drviston (VIII) the mortality of Liverpool was high, 
but not so high as in previous years ; the mortality of Manchester was above its 
average, so was that of Bolton, Blackburn, and Preston. 


6. Health of the Country. 


The Registrar of St. George, Liverpool, says: “There has been a continued current 
of emigration flowing through the town from various parts to distant shores, 
‘‘ but the numbers of births and deaths have not been much affected thereby.” 4 
The Registrar of Hulme, Chorlton, near Manchester, adverting to the rapid 

growth of the population, says: “ Former years, however, bear little comparison with 

“the last, during which many new entire streets have been formed, acres covered, 

*¢ and almost every vacant space built upon; still the houses are occupied almost 
“ before finished or fit for habitation. This indicates a very prosperous condition 
“ of the working classes, by whom these tenements are chiefly occupied.”

In the Yorx Drviston (IX.) the mortality was above the average in Sheffield, 
Selby, Howden, Sculcoates, York ; scarlatina, small-pox, and fever have been 
prevalent diseases. “Sheffield,” the registrar of the south sub-district says, “ 1s 
““ full of strangers, and they are temporarily at least more healthy than the 
“indigenous inhabitants. The immigrants come from Lincoln, Notts, Northamp- 
“ ton, Norfolk, principally, with some from the East Riding of York. Certainly 
_there has been a great improvement in diet within the last few years.” The 
Common Lodging House Act is said to operate beneficially in Sheffield (West).

_ The health of the Nortuern Division (X.) was somewhat below the average. 
The mortality in Hexham, Morpeth, Glendale, Penrith, and Cockermouth exceeded. 
the average of those districts. The cold weather has been severely felt ; scarlatina, 
small-pox, and fever have prevailed. In Southwick and Monkwearmouth offensive | 
nuisances abound. ) 


Wass has experienced a high rate of mortality; the deaths in the last winter 
quarter (7,853) exceeded the deaths (6,737) in the winter quarter of 1852 by 1,116. 
Small-pox, scarlatina, measles, hooping-cough, and fever have prevailed ; and the 
cold weather has been fatal. Typhus in Hope, Wrexham, is ascribed to the neglect 
of sanatory measures. 

The Registrars of several districts call attention to the neglect of vaccination, 
and to the consequent mortality from small-pox, although many instances such 
as the following occur, everywhere confirming the confidence of the medical pro- 
fession in the protection which is furnished by efficient vaccination :—“ In several 
“¢ families,” says the Registrar of Basford, Nottingham, “where the children are 
‘¢ numerous, one unvaccinated, a child, has taken small-pox and died; the other 
“¢ children, all of whom had been vaccinated, entirely escaped the disease. This 
“ TI have clearly ascertained by repeated visits since the occurrence of the deaths 
* in these families.” 


The outbreaks of cholera in’ Russia demand the attention of the people of 
. England ; and should accelerate all the arrangements for the supply of pure water, 
the drainage of towns, and the removal of nuisances.

The disturbed meteorology of the quarter, the high temperature of January, the 
low temperature of February and March, the extreme transitions of heat and cold, 
the unusual falls of snow, the hail, the fogs, the thunderstorms, the lightning, the 
zodiacal lights, auroras, solar halos, and lunar halos in England, the South of Scot- 
land, and parts of Ireland, are described by Mr. Glaisher (page 30) from continuous 
observations made at fifty stations by the enterprise of private observers (chiefly) 
under his assiduous superintendence. It is difficult to overrate the value which 
these observations possess and will acquire, as the diseases of men, the crops of the 
agriculturists, as well as the health of their herds, and many manufacturing pro- 
eesses, depend on the state of the weather to an extent which has not yet been

30 On the Weather during the Quarter ending March 31st, 1853. 


On the Meteorology of England, the South of Scotland, and parts of Ireland, during the Quarter ending 
March 31st, 1853. By James Guaisner, Esq, F.R.S., Sec. of the British Meteorological 
Society. 

The very high temperature of the last two months of the preceding year continued till the end of 
January; the daily temperature during this month was frequently 8° and 9° in excess, and not 
seldom amounted to 12°, 13°, or 14°. The mean temperature of the month was 42°°4, exceeding 
the average of 80 years by 6°°7. ‘The mean temperature of the 3 months ending January was 46°: 3, 
being of higher value than that of any corresponding 3 months on record. The nearest approach 
to this value was in 1806 and 1807, when the mean temperature of the same three months was 43°°6. 
On February 1st a period of weather of the opposite character suddenly set in, the daily temperature 
being in defect on every day till March 4th occasionally to the amount of 10° or 12°; during this 
interval of time the temperature was occasionally very low, the weather was exceedingly severe, 
and snow more or less fell on every day. The average defect of daily temperature for the period 
was 5°°4. From March sth to March 14th the weather was mild, the average excess of daily 
temperature was 4°°2. On March 15th the weather again set in with severity, snow fell on every 
day till the 27th to a considerable depth in some places, and the defect of daily temperature to the. 
end of the quarter amounted to .6°°5. 

The quarter has been remarkable for the extremes of heat and cold for the season, and for an 
unusual number of days on which snow has fallen in the months of February and March. 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending February, constituting the 
3 winter months, was 41°°1, being 3°°5 above the average of 80 years.

‘The number of deaths from all causes at 
Longbridge Deverill alone was 27 in the quarter, being 
as many as in the whole of the previous year, and 
almost amounting to the yearly average of 1845-52.

This indicates a very prosperous condition of the 
working classes, by whom these tenements are chiefly 
occupied; but I consider the population of Hulme 
has nearly reached its maximum, for the registration 


shows that a large portion of the new houses are in- — 


habited by individuals engaged in buildings, such as 
joiners, bricklayers, stone-masons, painters, &c., and 
now there is not much ground in the township remain- 
ing uncovered. Their occupations will soon be gone, 
hence they must migrate to some other locality in 
search of employment, and I doubt whether their 
residences can for some time be re-oceupied by persons 
engaged in the staple manufacture of this neighbour- 
hood. No particular epidemic has prevailed here 
during the quarter. Old people, and those labourmg 
under chronic diseases of the chest, &c., had wintered 


much better than usual; but within the last few weeks — 


many have fallen victims to bronchitis, their ever tor- 
menting and destructive enemy. 

473; 2. Mancuester; Deansgate. — Births 306 ; 
Deaths 278. Furunculoid disease has been epidemic. 

473; 6. Mancussrer; Newton.—Births 167 ;

Typhus 
prevails to a great extent in this district, and I should 
Say a great deal of it is owing to the neglect of proper 
sanatory arrangements.

Deaths 117. Small-pox is prevailing in the district ; 
it was fatal in 3 cases. 

618; 3. Fesriniog; Tremadoc. —Births 54; 
Deaths 45. Angina maligna prevailed amongst chil- 
dren, and caused an increase in the deaths, 


Measles was fatal in 21 cases; from 
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DEANSGATE Sub-district; Mancuzstrer. The follow- 
ing interesting Report on this sub-district by Joun 
Leicen, Esq., Registrar, M-R.C.S., was written at 
the end of the September quarter 1852, but was 
omitted at the time from want of space. 


The mortality is considerably above the average. 
This has arisen from the great extent to which diar- 
rhea has prevailed, 129 deaths, or more than a third of 
the whole, having taken place from this disease alone. 
Indeed, I have never known it so rife, except during 
the cholera years. I have heard it described as 
choleraic diarrheea, but, with very few exceptions, I 
have seen nothing of that character about it. The 
diarrheea that has prevailed in this district has been 
atrue dysentery, attended with copious discharges of 
blood and muco-purulent matter, with most distressing 
tenesmus, carrying off the very young with great 
rapidity, and followed, in those more advanced in 
years, by low fever, the patients having a dry brown 
tongue and muttering delirium. Not only have the 
eases been very numerous but they were characterized 
by a severity and obstinate resistance to treatment 
which I have seldom before seen, except when taken 
early, when they very readily yielded to the ordinary 
treatment. 

The greatest difficulty in the management of these 
eases has arisen from the extreme ignorance of the 
friends of the patients as to what constitute proper 
articles of diet, continued relapses taking place from 
the administration of improper substances as food, and 
this in spite of the most earnest exhortations on the 
part of the medical attendants. The amount of this 
‘ignorance would seem incredible to those unaccustomed 
to go amongst the sick poor. I will adduce an instance 
which only occurred afew days ago:—A woman 
had at intervals brought to me her sick child suffering 
from diarrhea. When the disease was abated I cau- 
tioned her respecting its diet, and informed her what 
kind of food she should administer. In a short time 
she returned with her child, which was again the 
subject of severe dysentery. On inquiry I found that 

ter she had last left me she bought for the child half 
a pint of porter and a pennyworth of pickled cucumber, 
and these the child, which was only 3 years old, had 
taken. 

Then, again, the absence of habits of cleanliness 
and of a due sense of decency, which becomes dis- 
agreeably apparent during the prevalence of a disease 
like dysentery, is in the highest degree inimical to the 
health of the poor. I have found, as a rule, that the 
evacuations, instead of being at once removed from 
the apartments of the sufferers, are placed under the 
beds under the very noses of the patients, and remain 
there for hours till the rooms reek with the nauseous 
effluvia ; and so utterly unconscious do the people seem 
to be of the injurious effect of such negligence, or of 
its disgusting nature, that no attempt is made to re- 
move the noxious matters even on the expected visit 
of the medical attendant. In the majority of the 
houses the rooms have no thoroughfare ; the door and 
window are on the same plane, and the fire-place in 
the adjoining wall at a right angle to this; there is no 
other opening in the upper rooms, and in the lower 
rooms the staircase is close to the door, so that there 
is no possibility of a current of air sweeping through 
the upper or the lower rooms; and as the windows 
are seldom opened the air is never very sweet. When 
it is added to this, that the houses are badly drained, 
very imperfect communication being made with the 
large street sewers, with which the town is admirably 


provided, and that the stench of the retained matters 
is almost at all times perceptible, it may well be sups 
posed that the course of sanatory improvement must 
not stop short at the paving, sewering, and sweeping 
of streets. = 
_it is within the dwellings of the poor, with the 
circumstances that surround their own persons, that 
we shall soon have most to do. Well paved, sewered, 
and swept streets are good, nay, necesary things; 
intramural burial grounds are to be deprecated, and 
their removal is earnestly to be desired; but I have 
found that unhealthy districts are not always in the 
vicinity of churchyards, or crossed by ill-paved, ill- 
drained streets. 

Air, water, food, and clothing are the essentials of 
life, and these must be provided pure in order that 
health may subsist. Bad water and bad food being 
taken into the system by the stomach produce disease ; 
foul air received into the system by the lungs produces 
disease; foul bodies and foul clothing vitiate the 
air, load it with morbific matter, and render it unfit 
for respiration. Means are now afforded in this town 
for the speedy removal of all foul and effete matters, 
by the construction of excellent street drains, and the 
systematic removal of the contents of ashpits and 
cesspools ; an abundant supply of excellent and pure 
water is laid on throughout the town; and the great 
requisites are—efiicient house drainage, arrangements 
for efficient ventilation, the construction of water- 
closets apart from the houses and in connexion with 
the street drains, and the instruction of the people 
themselves on the essential connexion between clean- 
liness and health. © 


Much has been said and written, yet not too much, 
on the injurious effects of decomposing dead animal 
and vegetable matter. There is a world of disease in 
black mud, no doubt. Among the powers of mischief 
none is more active; but at the same time attention 
has been too little drawn to the injurious effects of the 
emanations of living bodies. Some of the most virulent 
poisons with which we are acquainted are the pro- 
ducts of vital actions—are produced within the living 
body; such are the poisons of small-pox, scarlatina, 
measles, plague, typhus, and, there is much reason 
to think, of cholera also; and, amongst the more 
remarkable, of influenza and hooping-cough. 

The ultimate products of the decomposition of dead 
matter are not those which produce disease. 

The carbonic acid, carburetted, sulphuretted, and 
phosphuretted hydrogen, ammonia, and other products 
of this decomposition, are not the agents. We do not 
know what the active agents are, but we believe that 
they are matters in a state of change, matters in the 
act of decomposition, and capable of setting up similar 
changes in other bodies to those which they are them- 
selves undergoing, and which, taking place in a living 
body, are inconsistent with the healthy exercise of its 
functions. From the lungs and skin we give off 
something more than water and carbonic acid; we 
eliminate matters the products of vital actions, which 
have themselves an organization, which are effete 
bodies thrown from the system, like the secretion 
of the kidneys, and other secretions or excretions 
of effete matters, whose retention would be inju- 
rious, and the re-introduction of which, by the lungs, 
or in any other way, would be poisonous. No one 
who has entered the close and stifling bed-rooms, 
crowded and ill ventilated, of the poorer classes, but 
must be conscious of the presence of these horribly 
offensive emanations of living bodies. Once in the 
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atmosphere their decomposition begins, and it may be 
that in this state it is that they become so offensive. 

_Ifany one should doubt the existence of these mat- 
ters, let him send his own breath through a quantity 
of Nordhausen sulphuric acid, or through an-hydrous 
sulphuric acid, and he will have a speedy evidence, in 
the altered colour and character of the acid, that he is 
sending forth something more than carbonic acid and 
water; or let the condensed vapour on the windows of 
a crowded apartment be treated with strong sulphuric 
acid, and he will have the same evidence that organic 
matter is present. The whole subject, it is true, re- 
quires investigating, but we know enough to be assured 
of the necessity of rapidly removing such matters by 
free ventilation, of preventing their accumulation in 
filthy clothing, and of frequent personal ablution. But 
it is necessary that the people should be educated to a 
knowledge of these things, for, so instructed, they can 
accomplish infinitely more for themselves in the way 
of sanatory improvement, than can ever be effected for 
them by the most laudable efforts of governments or 
corporations. A movement is now on foot in Man- 
chester to accomplish this. A society for the improve- 
ment of our sanatory condition is established; it 
originated with a very benevolent and indefatigable 
gentleman connected with the cathedral, a clergyman, 
whose large heart and active mind find exercise for 
their instincts in the condition of the poorer classes of 
this great hive of industry. It is proposed to visit the 
dwellings of the poor throughout the town, to enter 
into easy and friendly discourse with them, and point 
out to them the requisite means by which to render 
their dwellings healthy and comfortable ; to assist them, 
if necessary, with means to accomplish this; to give 
familiar lectures in Sunday Schools and other places 
on sanatory matters, to be properly and fully illus- 
trated, so that the reasons assigned may be understood 
and the facts demonstrated ; to distribute tracts written 
in a plain and intelligible style, and to suggest to the 
corporation any improvements which it is fitting and 
competent for that body to carry out. The bishop of 
the diocese and the mayor of the town are actively in 
co-operation, and when the merchants of Manchester 
are once convinced of the necessity of a thing, the 
means are not long wanting. 

The establishment of the free library will, I believe, 
have an excellent influence in elevating the tastes and 
feelings of the working classes. The library of re. 
ference is placed in the handsomest room in Manchester, 
and this is the reading room. It is indeed a noble 
apartment, and the readers are surrounded with every 
comfort that they can require; before entering, how- 
ever, they are required to wash their hands and faces, 
should this be necessary, and an abundant supply of 
hot and cold water is furnished for this purpose, and 
every possible convenience for their use. 

It may well be supposed that when men have become 
habituated to the comforts and cleanliness of such a 
place, they will no longer tolerate a filthy and noisome 
dwelling. The number of persons, nearly all of the 
working class, visiting the library, is not less than 
2000 per diem. I believe that the moral effect of the 
library in this respect will be not less beneficial than 
that of the intellectual culture afforded. From the roth 
to the 23d September 32,000 persons visited the library. 

The same benevolent gentleman to whose labours I 
have already alluded, impressed with the facts that 
have at various times been published respecting the 
high rate of infant mortality in Manchester, and be- 
lieving, what there can be no doubt of, that to a very 


large extent the causes producing this were reme- 
diable, carried out sometime ago a scheme for the 
establishment of public day nurseries. It met with 
extensive support and sympathy ; an excellent building 
was hired, having lofty and commodious rooms; these 
latter were thoroughly ventilated, the floors covered 
with oil cloth, matting, or carpet, and furnished with 
neat and clean cradles and bedding. A supply of milk 
was provided also. The institution had an adequate 
staff of competent nurses, governed by a matron and 
a medical officer. Nothing could exceed in comfort 
the arrangements made for the poor children whose 
welfare was contemplated. It was not intended by 
this scheme to pauperize the people, or to allow them 
to suppose that they were in any way the recipients of 
a charity. A weekly charge was therefore made 
exactly equivalent in amount to that at present paid to 
the intemperate old women and incompetent girls who 
undertake the duty of nursing and dosing the children 
with laudanum. For the same cost the children would 
have been well treated and well cared for, and thou- 
sands of lives have been saved. Alas! it was a dead 
failure ; nothing could induce the people to send their 
children. There were some unconquerable prejudices 
and ignorances to be got rid of before they would 
believe that it was a scheme for their own benefit, and 
that of their offspring, rather than a means of obtain- 
ing over them some undue influence; and thus the 
poor little children go on perishing by thousands. 
Their parents have yet to learn that foul air, damp 
dwellings, exposure to cold and rain, bad and in- 
congruous food, and incessant administration of opiates 
are inconsistent with the health of their offspring. 
There was only one mistake made in the establish- 
ment of the day nurseries,—we were putting the cart 
before the horse. We should first have instructed the 
people as to the necessity of the thing, and obtained 
their co-operation. The great necessity of the time is 
education. It is useless to offer people the means of 
improving their condition till they are taught to see 
and feel the necessity for the improvement. The lesson 
has not been thrown away upon us; and I trust that 
the measures we are taking will not be thrown away 
on those for whose benefit they are intended. 

The mortality from the zymotic class of diseases 
within the quarter (ending September 1852) compre- 
hends 15 deaths from scarlatina, 14 from continued 
fever, 9 from measles, and one from small-pox. I 
have found that the extension of these diseases is very 
much increased by the exercise of a mistaken and ill- 
judging humanity. The people have a feeling that it 
is their duty to visit their sick neighbours, no matter 
what the disease under which they may be labouring, 
in order to comfort and console and to render then 
little services, and, generally, they take their children 
with them; the latter of course contract scarlatina, 
measles, &c., with the poison of which the atmosphere 
of the apartment is charged. When these diseases 
once get into a court or small street, almost every child 
therein becomes affected. There is no want of kindly 
feeling towards each other amongst the poor, but a sad 
lack of discriminating knowledge. 

Of the 356 deaths, 243, or. rather more than two-- 
thirds, were of children under « years of age; 114 of 
these were from diarrhoea, 84 were cases uncertified, 
haying had no medical attendance, and it must not be 
supposed, for the reasons mentioned in my last Re- 
port, that the remainder, though certified, fared much 
better.

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Tuis Return comprises the Birrnus and Dearus registered by 2190 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the spring quarter ending June 3oth, 1853; 
and the Marriages in 12025 churches or chapels, about 3396 registered places of 
worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 625 Superintendent Regis- 
trars’ offices, in the quarter that ended March 31st, 1853. 

The Return of Marriages is not complete ; but the defects are inconsiderable, and 
approximative numbers have been supplied from the records of previous years. 

The increase of marriages proceeded at an accelerated rate through the first 
three months of the year; in April, May, and June the births of children exceeded 
the average numbers of preceding spring quarters, but fell a few hundreds short of 
the births in the spring quarters of the two previous years. 

The spring in town and country was unhealthy ; and the mortality, chiefly owing 
to the cold weather and the scarcity of potatoes, was considerably above the average.

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2 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


MARRIAGES. 

35014 marriages were celebrated in the first quarter of the year, or 2081 more 
than were celebrated in the corresponding quarter of 1852. The unexampled in- 
crease of marriages is shown in the annexed Table, where it will be observed that in 
the winter quarters 48894 persons married in 1841, 54960 in 1847, 70028 in 1853. 

The increase in the marriages is most conspicuous in London, in the seaports, 
and in the manufacturing towns; in Northamptonshire, Devonshire, Cornwall, 
Gloucestershire, Shropshire, Staffordshire, Worcestershire, Leicestershire, Notting- 
hamshire, Cheshire, Lancashire, the West Riding of Yorkshire, Westmorland, and 
Monmouthshire ; in Portsmouth, Plymouth, Southampton, Bristol ; in Northampton, 
Bath, Stroud, Wolverhampton, Dudley, Birmingham, Nottingham, Chester, Man- 
chester, Leeds, Sheffield, Merthyr Tydfil. In all the most prosperous districts of 
the country the marriages increased. In Dover, in Brighton, in St. George 
Hanover Square, in several other districts, and in the eastern counties the marriages 
declined. 

BIRTHS. 

_ The births fluctuate less than either the marriages or the deaths, and in the three 

quarters ending June 1851-52-53 the numbers were 159138, 159136, and 158718, 
or nearly the same in amount, but considerably above the average of preceding 
years. The births, on an average of 10 spring quarters, were at the rate of 
3°428 per cent.; in the last quarter ending June 3oth the rate was 3°507 on the 
population. ; 
| INCREASE OF POPULATION. 

As the births of 158,718 children and the deaths of 107,861 persons of all ages 
were registered in the quarter, a balance of 50857 remains in favour of the popu-

excess in the corresponding quarters of the three previous years; chiefly owing to 
the high rate of mortality in 1853. 115,959 emigrants sailed from the ports of the 
United Kingdom at which there are Government Emigration Agents; 78205 to 
the United States, 20107 to British North America, 17152 to the Ansidtion 
Colonies, and 495 to other places. 7884 of the emigrants sailed from Glasgow 
and Greenock, 16993 from Irish ports, 74646, including many Irish, from Liverpool 
2095 from Plymouth, 3722 from Southampton, and 10619 from London.* The 
emigration from the United Kingdom has been at the rate of 8920 a week, equal 
to the number of inhabitants in a majority of the 368 municipal boroughs of Great 
Britain. In Scotland and Ireland the births and deaths of the population are left 
unregistered, so that it is impossible to determine the rate of natural increase in 
the United Kingdom ; but at the rate prevailing in England, which it cannot 
exceed, the excess of births over deaths would be 79820, or less by 36139 than 
the 115959 emigrants.

It 
is evident that the price of wheat bears no longer any constant relation to the 
price of the other chief articles of food consumed by the rich or the poor; and it 
must be considered a fortunate circumstance that the price of bread is not now 
likely to fluctuate so largely as the prices of the more perishable articles with which 
the markets of England are supplied from a comparatively limited area. 


STATE CF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

107,861 deaths were registered in the 3 months of April, May, and June. This 
number is the highest that has ever been registered before in the corresponding 
season, and exceeds by 7048 the deaths in the spring he of 1852. The rate of 
mortality in England is highest in the winter (2°467 per cent.), lowest in the 
summer quarter “(2° 129 per cent.), while the ae of the spring quarter 
(2° 223) holds an intermediate rank, near the average of the year. This average 
is exceeded by the present return, which shows a mortality at the rate of 2°383 
per cent. per annum; higher than the rate in the COrFespgnding quarter of every 
year 1843-52, except the spring quarter of 1847, when ibe population was infested 
by scurvy and its attendant diseases after the gre eat failure of the potato crop 
in 1846. The rate of mortality was then 2°506; in the autumn influenza broke 
out, and cholera followed on its footsteps in 1848 and 1849. 

The mortality of the quarter was above the average both in the town and in the 
country districts ; the annual rate of mortality was 2°€o6 im 117 districts, com- 
prising the chief towns, and 2°:96 per cent. in 5c8 districts, extending over the 
rest of the kingdom. 

The population of England is, there is reason to believe, collectively healthier 
than any equal amount of | population i in any other kingdom ; but the rapid increase 
in the proportion of the town population,—in which the mortality is 27 per cent. 
higher than it is in the country, and the sickness, the suffering, the debility, the 
physical degeneracy of race are in an equal excess,—makes this question of the health 
of towns and the fertilization of the surrounding fields one of the great questions 
of the day demanding immediate solution. It is diffieult for the imagination to 
conceive all the beneficent effects that would flow from the possible diminution of

In Lonpon the mortality has considerably exceeded the average, and it is chiefly 
due to diseases of the respiratory organs, typhus, hooping-cough, diarrhoea, and 
violence of various kinds. 12 deaths were referred to privation, 26 to poison, 88 to 
burns and scalds, 86 to hanging and suffocation, 81 to drowning, 171 to mechanical 
injuries of various kinds, 33 to wounds ; and in nearly all these cases the numbers 
exceed those returned in previous years. The violent deaths, including a few from 
intemperance, want of breast-milk, and privation, in London, increased from 1296 
in 1840 to 2140 in 1852; and in the last quarter the excess in deaths from violence 
alone over the deaths of 1852 was 131. The increase of steam vessels, railways, 
omnibuses, and new mechanical forces of every kind, as well as the obstructions of 
the strects, may partly account for this loss of life, as well as for the numerous 
injuries and mutilations not fatal—in the battle of every day. 

The mortality in the Sourm Easrern Counties has been above the average, and 
the greatest excess has occurred in Godstone, Croydon, Bromley, Dover, Eastbourne, 
Lewes, the Isle of Wight, Alverstoke. Woking has been unusually healthy. 
Searlatina has been rife in Sevenoaks, Maidstone, and other districts. 

In the Sourn Mipianp Counties Wisbeach continues to experience a high rate 
of mortality; the deaths in three months, out cf a population of 36215, were 
274. In Cambridge, on the other hand, the deaths out of a population of 27815 
were only 110. Hooping-cough and bronchitis prevailed at Wisbeach ; while in 
Cambridge the Registrar reports, that “great improvements have been made by 
“ the local authorities in the sanatory arrangements ; they have been assisted very 
“ materially by the reports and suggestions of the medical profession.” 

Romford, Tendring, Colchester, Witham, and Saffron Walden in Essex; Sudbury, 
Thingoe, and Stow in SurroxK, experienced a high rate of mortality. Typhus 
has been fatal to many persons in High Easter, Dunmow ; in Downham, Norrorr, 
ague and fever have prevailed ; in Norwich the mortality has not exceeded, and 
in the whole county has been below the average. 

In the SourH WestTERN Counties the general mortality has slightly exceeded 
the average. The typhus in Longbridge Deverill broke out a second time ; and 
the deaths in the sub-district equal the births. In one house the man, wife, 
and 6 children were all attacked, and one child, nine years of age, died. At 
Exmouth fever has prevailed. In Whipton, Heavitree, small-pox is raging ; several 
children are suffering, and 2 have died; “still the people refuse cow-pox.” In 
Barnstaple typhus and small-pox have prevailed; the deaths have exceeded the 
births. The emigration from Redruth has been extensive, and the births have 
consequently decreased ; in another district of Cornwall, Lerrin, the Registrar 
says: “ The births and deaths are much below the average. N umbers are yearly 
“ leaving this district for other parts of this country, or-for America and Australia, 


“ which is the only explanation I can give of the decrease.” 
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Measles has been very fatal in Truro. In Frome the deaths from pulmonary 
diseases are much above the average ; the same diseases have prevailed in Bath. 

“In the West Miptanp Counties the mortality is somewhat above the average ; 
small-pox prevails in Gloucestershire ; Bristol, Gloucester, and Stroud have 
neglected vaccination ; carbuncles, boils, and purulent eruptions have been very 
prevalent in Stow-on-the-Wold as well as in London. This extensive epidemic 
has not yet obtained all the attention which it deserves from the medical profession. 
A bad form of scarlatina has prevailed in Staffordshire, “the cause of which,” 
the Registrar of Bilston conceives, “is insufficient drainage, cesspools stagnating, 
“and filth of the most offensive character accumulated in the yards and folds 
“ of the poor, who have been the victims of the fever.” The excess of births in 
West Bromwich and Westbury-on-Severn is ascribed to the increase of population 
caused by employment on railways. The prosperous state of trade and the 
improved circumstances of the people are also mentioned in connexion with a low 
rate of mortality. 

_ The deaths in Lrycotnsmie have been below, in NorrincHamsuire and DERBY-- 
SHIRE above the average. The Registrar of Leake in Leicestershire says :—“ Several 
“ deaths have occurred during the quarter from scarlatina and from small-pox. 
“* The latter disease has been very prevalent in a village belonging to my district. 
“. The ignorance and wilful stupidity which exist amongst a certain class of people | 
“ are astonishing; neither threats nor entreaties can induce them to have their 
“ children vaccinated. A young woman, near her confinement, and the mother of 
“ two other children, who refused to be vaccinated herself or have her children 
“ vaccinated, was seized with small-pox. On June 12th I attended her; the 
“ digease was confluent; she became a most loathsome object, and in this state 
“ wave birth to a girl on the 15th, and died on the 18th. The infant took the 
‘ disease, and has since died. JI have vaccinated a large number of children and 
“a few adults, but the same prejudice still exists with others, and this frightful 
“ disease is yet progressing. Iam firmly convinced that if every child was properly 
“ vaccinated under the age of 12 months there would be no cases of small-pox, or 
«“ it would be so modified as to require little notice. I am of opinion that the 
“‘ disease would in the end be extirpated.” 

Cheshire and Lancashire have not been more than usually unhealthy. 2759 
deaths were registered out of a population of 411,515 in Liverpool and West 
Derby ; 2365 in Manchester and Salford out of 315,956. The mortality in these 
districts was below the average to which they are subject. This district, says the 
Registrar of Hulme, Chorlton, “ never was in a more healthy state. No kind of 
epidemic prevails. “The operative classes are all well employed, and although 
“ the prices of various kinds of provisions are on the advance, there appears a 
“ general disposition to increase wages in proportion.” . 

In YorKsutre 11442 deaths were registered. The mortality exceeded the 
average, and most notably in Skipton, Keighley, Fluddersfield, Halifax, Bradford, 
Sheffield, Rotherham, Doncaster, Thorne, and Driffield. In Leeds and Hull the 
mortality declined. One death from cholera was registered in the workhouse, Horton, — 
Bradford. Influenza prevailed in Leyburn ; scarlatina in Reeth. 

In the NorrHern Counties 5621 deaths were registered. Ague, typhus, and 
hooping-cough have prevailed in many of the Durham colliery districts ; 23 per- 
sons died of measles in Yarm, Stockton. 

The deaths in the Wricu Division (7288) exceed the average ; hooping-cough 
prevailed in Newport, Swansea, and Haverfordwest ; small-pox and bronchitis in 
Cardiff and Carmarthen. The excess of births and deaths in Rheidol, Aberystwith, 
is referred to the great increase of the mining population. Small-pox, scarlatina, 
and typhus still prevail in the Wrexham District. ‘ The Board of Guardians are 
“ causing proceedings to be taken against the owners and occupiers of houses, as 
« directed by the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, and in all cases 
«where they have summoned have succeeded in getting convictions.”

30 On the Weather during the Quarter ending June 30th, 1853. 


On the Meteorology of England, the South of Scotland, and parts of Ireland, during the Quarter ending 
June 30th, 1853. By James GuaisuER, Esq, F.R.S., Sec. of the British Meteorological 
Society. 

Till April 17th the daily temperature of the air was alternately in excess and defect to the amount 
of several degrees, and was 1°°7 in excess in the period. On April 2oth a period of very cold 
weather set in, and continued till May 15th; on some days the defect amounted to 8°, 9°, 10°, and 
on two days to the very large amounts of 13° and 14°; the average defect for the period was 4°°9. 
From May 16th to May 27th the weather was fine, and the excess of daily temperature was 4°°2; 
from May 28th to the end of the quarter, with very few exceptions, the weather was cold and 
unseasonable, and the average daily defect of temperature was 1°°7. The weather during the whole 
quarter has been unsettled ; rain has fallen frequently, there has been an unusual prevalence of N.E. 
and N.W. winds, and the temperature has been very variable. 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending May, constituting the 
3 spring months, was 45°: 2, being 19°2 below the average of 80 years.

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Tus Return comprises the Birrus and Dearus registered by 2191 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the summer quarter ending September 30th, 1853 ; 
and the MaRRIAGEs in 12039 churches or chapels, about 3424 registered places of 
worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 625 Superintendent Regis- 
trars’ offices, in the quarter that ended June 3oth, 1853. 

The Return of Marriages is not complete ; but the defects are inconsiderable, and 
approximative numbers have been supplied from the records of previous years. 

The marriages exceeded the average in the quarter ending in June. For the 
quarter that ended in September 30th the births have also been above the average 
number, while the deaths have been fewer than is usual in preportion to the 
population. The mortality of the town population has experienced a marked 
diminution during the summer; but one town has suffered severely, and others 
are threatened by Asiatic cholera.

INCREASE OF POPULATION. 

As 147581 births and only 92332 deaths were registered, a balance of 55249 
remains in the population. The births and deaths are not registered in Scotland 
and Ireland, as they are in nearly all other civilized countries, so that the increase of 
the population of the United Kingdom cannot be ascertained; but if the excess of 
births in those divisions of the United Kingdom bears the same proportion to the 
population as it does in England and Wales, the increase by natural causes must be 
about 83000. But 87467 emigrants sailed from the ports of the United Kingdom at 
which there are Government Emigration Agentsin the quarter ending September 3oth, 
1853; so that allowing on one hand for births unregistered, on the other for emigrants 
unreturned, it is probable that the population of the United Kingdom has declined 
rather than increased during the summer. 13623 of the emigrants sailed from 
London, Plymouth, and Southampton ; 63600 from Liverpool ; 2807 from Glasgow 
and Greenock; 7437 from Irish ports.* As a large proportion of the emigrants

4 | Health of the Country. 


The mortality during the quarter of the districts comprising the chief towns 
and a population, of 7795882 was at the rate of 2°4 per cent. per annum nearly ; 
the mortality of the districts of small towns and country parishes was at the rate 
of 1°7 percent. The average rates are higher,; or 2°6 and 1°9 per cent. 

The number of deaths in Lonpon was.12918, which is below the average. The 
deaths by zymotic, disease were 3456, including 1232 by diarrhea, and 137 by 
cholera.. The deaths by, diarrhea were, 200 less than in either of the summer 
quarters of the preceding years; and, the deaths from cholera did not exceed the 
average of the 9 preceding summer. quarters. 585 deaths were referred to typhus ; 

and over the country scarlatina. prevailed with, great severity in several districts. 
- The local epidemics are indicated in the Registrars’ reports. 

_The appearance of the Asiatic cholera in London, and the terrific mortality 
which it has occasioned within a few weeks in the north of England, are of such 
importance as to demand the whole of our attention. 

As a means of guidance and a basis of reasoning it may be useful to present 
here a brief summary of the facts which regulated the course of the epidemic that 
broke out 5 years ago. 

ek he The Cholera. 

Evident. cases of the epidemic of 1848-49 were’ registered in London and in 
Sunderland. during: the first week of October. The deaths from cholera in all 
England were 1105 during the last three months of the year. The epidemic 
declined, and.in April 1849 the deaths were only 107; in May 327. The great 
epidemic eruption began; and.in'June 2046 persons died of it, July 7570, August 
15872, September, 20379, October 4654, November 844, December 163. The 
thirty-sixth and, thirty-seventh weeks of the year 1849 were the most fatal; the 
deaths from .cholera>in: those two weeks were 12592.. On the most fatal day, 
September 6th, the deaths by the disease were 1121. 

The total deaths! from cholera in: 1849 were 53293. 12152 of the number 
were of persons under io years of age. The mortality by the disease was at the 

rate of 30,in.100000f the inhabitants. Diarrhoea of a severe form was fatal in 
the same year to: 18887 persons, chiefly children ; or to 11 in 10000 of the 
inhabitants. ! 

The danger of: dying by the epidemic was greatest at advanced ages; the rate 
of mortality was 13:in: 10000 at the ageof 12; 64 in 10000 at the age of 70; the 
danger advancing progressively with age. | | 

The duration of the fatal attacks of ‘cholera is recorded in 39468 cases ; and it 
was found to be 50 hours on, an average. More than half of the cases (20684) 
terminated within 24 hours. | slug |

Only one death was referred to cholera in Herefordshire, and one in Westmoreland. 
The centres of the attacks of the great epidemic were London, Portsmouth, 

Plymouth, Bristol, Merthyr Tydfil, Wolverhampton, Liverpool, Hull, and Tynemouth. 
In the following districts the rate of mortality by cholera exceeded 100 to 

1oooco inhabitants :—- It was in Hull 241, Merthyr Tydfil 234, Stoke Damerel 

193, Salisbury 185, Neath 169, Liverpool 167, Plymouth 167, Sculcoates 152,

mouth 129, Gravesend 119, Newcastle-under-Lyme 117, Hunslet (near Leeds) 102.

In London the water supply had considerable influence on the mortality. The 
density of population and the poverty of the inhabitants were not without effect, 
but the effect of elevation of the ‘soil transcended all other influences. On an 
average the mortality by cholera was in the several London districts at elevations 
of less than 20 feet above Trinity high-water mark, ro2 in'100003 in the districts 
at an elevation of 20—40 feet, 65 in 100003 /0f 4060" feet, 34;:0f Oo-So feet, 27 ; 
of 80-100 feet, 22; of 100 feet, 173 /0f 350 feet, 8'in rococo inhabitants. | 





The present epidemic has appeared first, like all that have preceded it, in the 
seaports. The first: well-defined cases in London were registered in August, and 
the epidemic may be dated from August 20th; up to October rst the registered 
deaths, including some by English cholera, have amounted to. 133. “The origin of 
the last epidemic’ may be dated from October 1st, 1848 ;: and that of 1831-32 
also began in the month of October 1831. "The present epidemic has attacked us 
earlier in the year, but it has not yet in the aggregate been more fatal in London 
than it was during ‘the same number of weeks in 1848. 2 

In Neweastle-upon-Tyne, with a population of 89156 in 1851, the mortality from 
cholera has raised the deaths by all causes from 638 to 2085; in Gateshead from 
374 to 771 in three months.* ~The epidemic poison was no sooner introduced into 
the region than it, as it were, exploded, and destroyed nearly 2000 lives. 

In neither of the previous epidemics was any such sudden destruction of life 
observed. Is the present epidemic—so quickly following the epidemic of 1848-9— 
of a different and more fatal character ? or are there local circumstances, inde- 
pendently of the nature of the epidemic, that account for the desolation that now 
surrounds Newcastle-upon-Tyne ? These important questions can, it is evident,

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only be definitively answered by careful inquiry into all the circumstances ; but 
enough has been elicited to justify us in refusing to admit at present that the 
epidemic is in its nature more destructive than its predecessors; while it yields an 
awful sanction to the hygienic law, which prohibits the use of impure water. 

The Superintendent Registrars of Newcastle and Gateshead, in reply to inquiries 
which the Registrar General has made, state, and have forwarded documents 
showing, that from the 5th of July last the town, which had been supplied before 
with salubrious water, was supplied largely “from the impure source of the Tyne, 
in the vicinity of the sewerage of the town.” * 

The fact cannot be questioned that the water with which Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
was supplied in 1848-9 was comparatively pure; and that in- 18 53s when the 
calamitous loss of life was recorded on the registers, the city was supplied with 
water containing a strong solution of the contents of the sewers. The same effect 
was the result of the same cause in Hull in 1849. And other examples may be 
cited in which the converse happened, as at Exeter, where the inhabitants, after 
having suffered severely from cholera in 1832, obtained pure water, and escaped 
its ravages in 1848-9. 

In the East and in Europe observation has shown that the cholera poison, be it 
what it may, is conveyed by water as well as air; hence the following precaution 
was cited in the Cholera Report : 

“ The precautions to take against cholera, in regard to water, are well stated by 
“ Dr. Snow; and they are of so simple a nature that, considering all the facts, no 
** person can prudently neglect them. 7 

“ Water into which sewers flow, or which is navigated by persons living in 
“ boats, or which is in any other way contaminated by the contents of drains or 
** cesspools, should be entirely disused.” .  ~ : 

No person, to test the value of such a rule, would ever have proposed that a 
large town which was supplied with good water, and escaped with no considerable 
loss in a previous epidemic, should on the eve of another epidemic do all that is here 
forbidden. What no sceptical philosopher. would have dared to propose as an 
experiment, what no haughty conqueror ever condemned the inhabitants of a 
subjugated city to endure,—this fine English town on the Tyne—the centre of the 
coal trade—of intelligence of every kind—and of engineering knowledge—has 
done and suffered. ‘All the excreta, which are thrown into the streets or water- 
closets, are washed down the acclivities of the street sinto the river ; the ferment- - 
ing mass is driven up and down by “the tides, and has thence since July=been - 
pumped by the engine at Elswick all over the town through the water pipes for 
domestic uses: it has been used for ablution, it has been washed. over the floors, - 
it has been drunk as a beverage by many of the. children and. the wives, as welk - 
as large numbers of the higher and middle as well as the working men of the town: 
This sad fact in the history of Newcastle will be remembered- when the loss of 
1500 lives, by which it was followed, is forgotten. a 2 7 

No water was drawn from the Tyne after September 15th, the cholera then raged.

30 On the Weather during the Quarter ending September 30th, 1853. 


On the Meteorology of England and Scotland, during the Quarter ending September 30th, 1853. By 
James GLAISHER, Hsq., F.R.S., Sec. of the British Meteorological Society. 


The daily temperatures have been below their averages throughout the quarter, with few and 
trifling exceptions. The month of July was wet; the fall of rain exceeded the double of the average 
fall for this month, The sky was cloudy. The first half of August was fine and dry, and was the 
only fine weather in the quarter. From the middle of August to the end of September the sky was 
mostly cloudy, the air damp, with a thick and hazy atmosphere. The motion of the air was less 
than its average. During parts of the month of September different places in England and Scotland 
were visited by numerous swarms of a black fly (Aphis Fabee) ; their appearance in a locality was 
sudden, and they continued till a brisk wind arose and carried them suddenly away. The numbers 
of these insects was extraordinary, and they were very annoying by settling in great numbers upon 
the face and hands. ; 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending August, constituting the 
3 Summer months, was 59°: 5, being o°- 4 below the average of 80 years,

The mean of the numbers in the first column is 29°547 inches, and it represents that portion of the reading of the barometer due to 
the pressure of air; the remaining portion, or that due to the pressure of water, is 0°899 inch; the sum of these two numbers is 
29°946 inches, and it represents the mean reading of the barometer for the quarter at the level of the sea. 
‘ The highest readings of the thermometer in air were 84°9°0 at Ryde and Aylesbury, 88°°0 at Bicester and Hartwell House, 

82°°8 at Lewisham and 82°°3 at Bedford. The lowest were 33°°5 at Nottingham, 34°°5 at Aylesbury and Wakefield, 35°°0 at Derby, 
and 35°°5 at Cardington. : 

The least daily ranges of temperature took place at Durham, Guernsey, Ventnor, Liverpool, and Worthing; and the greatest at 
Aylesbury, Bicester, Linslade, St. John’s Wood, and Hartwell House. 

Rain fell on the least number of days at Southampton, Bicester, Newcastle, Guernsey, Dunino, and Liverpool; and on the 
greatest number at Warrington, Wakefield, Hawarden, North Shields, Falmouth, Clifton, Oxford, Stone, and Hartwell Rectory. 

The least falls took place at York, Southampton, Bicester, Bedford, Cardington, Royston, Wakefield, Durham, and Arbroath 3 
and the mean amount at these places is 6°4inches. The largest falls occurred at Stonyhurst, Clifton, Hawarden, North Shields, 
Lewisham, and Greenwich, and their mean is 11°7 inches.

The only remarkable feature of the return is the 
increase in births, while the average of corresponding 
quarters in the last 3 years has been 23. The num- 
ber for the present quarter is 40. I am unable to 
account for this in any other manner than by attri- 
buting it to the increase of marriages. No case of 
small-pox has been known in this district within the 
last 6 years, and although bowel complaints have been 
prevalent within the last quarter, they have not pre- 
sented the choleraic character, but have been more of 
the dysenteric kind, and affecting more particularly 
the mucous membrane of the bowels; only one case 
that of an infant, has been registered. 


2. KENT. 


50. 1. Dartrorp; Bexley.—Births 59; Deaths 56. 
Asiatic cholera occurred to a seaman on board of a 
Prussian ship in the Thames in the parish of Erith. 

55.2. Marrine; Last Peckham.—Births 61; Deaths 
30. Although the number of deaths is considerably 
below the average, yet we have had during the 
quarter many cases of low fever, arising principally 
from defective sewerage, which I hope, now that 
cholera is staring us in the face, will be speedily re- 
medied. Upwards of 100 such cases have occurred 
during the past year in one parish of my district ; viz.

Within 
the last week I have registered 7 cases in which this 
was certified as the cause of death, also one of cholera 
infantum.

Deaths 114. Three deaths from typhus occurred 
near the military prison at Foriton. Respecting one, 
the medical man says, that “the disease was pro- 
duced by efluvia arising from the neighbourhood, 
owing to mud and defective drainage.” 

105; I. SOUTHAMPTON ; Southampton.—Births 350; 
Deaths 214. Diarrhoea has been prevalent in this 
district, during the latter part of the quarter especially, 
from which disease 23 deaths have been registered ;

A better supply of 
water and a more efficient system of sewerage appear 
to be producing the desired effect, though much still 
remains to be done.

The mortality of the entire 
district is not above the average, but in one hamlet, 
Cotton End, it is very considerably above the average, 
owing to fever. Numerous ditches of stagnant water, 
surrounding the cottages, sufficiently account for the 
prevalence of fever. ‘The attention of the guardians 
of the poor and of the landed proprietors has been 
directed to the evil, and steps will shortly be taken 
for the thorough drainage of the place. Many of our 
rural villages are in a deplorable sanitary condition, 
through the want of drainage. In most of the larger 
towns there is some kind of drainage, however insuf- 
ficient it may be; but in many of our rural villages 
and hamlets, otherwise possessed of all the requisites 
for healthiness, there is a complete absence of all 
drainage. This isa point to which landed proprietors 
and guardians should be specially directed. «A striking 
instance of the good effects of an alteration in the 
drainage of a village in this district has come under 
the writer’s notice. This place had for many years 
been notorious as the favourite haunt of typhus and 
cholera; a wide, open, and offensive ditch ran down 
by the side of one long lane in the village; the 
attention of the Duke of Bedford was directed to 
these facts ; the ditch was filled up, and the ground 
added to the cottager’s gardens, and a new water- 
course was made through the fields at a considerable 
distance from the cottages, for carrying off the water 
from the neighbouring hills. This improvement was 
effected some years ago, and one case only of fever 
has occurred since, in a young man who contracted 
the disease at a distance. 


12. CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 


190; 2. Exry; Sutton.—Births 41; Deaths 17. 
Hooping-cough and diarrhea have been very general 
during the latter part of this quarter. 

191; 1. NortH Wircurorp; Chatteris—Births

quarter are small, which is accounted for by there 
having been in the former quarter a great number of 
premature births, which would in due course have 
fallen to the quarter now ended. The deaths are 
also low, but typhus has again become prevalent in 
Chatteris ; 3 deaths have been registered, and there 
are about 25 cases under treatment. The sanatory 
arrangements of the town are not in a proper state.

Marsh. Of course the births and deaths are thereby 
increased.

last quarter, and I should say diarrhoea was less than 
usual in July and August, and afterwards had died away. 
But it has again made its appearance within the last 8 
or 1o days. Having a large district Union to attend 
medically, Iam enabled to speak to this fact. 

196; 1. OneAR; Bobbingworth.—Births 28 ; Deaths 
20. A man aged 17 years died of typhus ; a female 
64 years, of “ pulmonary disease of long standing, 
English cholera (8 days).” No other case of cholera 
has occurred in my district. Low typhus has been 
very prevalent amongst children, but did not prove 
fatal in any instance. In other respects the health 
of the district is good. 

198; 1. Orserr; Grays.—Births 47; Deaths 27. 
A case of Asiatic cholera occurred in a barge in the 
River Thames laying off Grays. The man had been 
labouring under diarrhea for 5 days. He only arrived 
from London on the day previous to his death.

Deaths below the average. Small-pox epidemic, 
mostly modified by previous vaccination.

friends not considering there wasany danger. ‘The mor- 
tality during the quarter has been below the average. 

374; 1. Urroxerer ; Uttoxeter.—Births 57 ; Deaths 
4s. The deaths are again in excess and the births an 
average. During the last nine months we have 
suffered in an unusual degree from the malignant form 
of any epidemic that has come amongst us, and disease 
of a sporadic kind has been more than ordinarily fatal. 
A very culpable practice exists among the butchers of _ 
the place.of boiling down offal, blood, and other refuse 
animal remains, keeping the mass in a corrupted and 
putrid state in stock, and feeding pigs on it in the 
midst of the town, amongst a population of near 4,000, 
though most of the butchers have barns and outbuild- 
ings a quarter or half a mile distant where the thing 
might be done, if necessary. The operation is carried 
on near my own door, and is to myself a constant 
source of annoyance and injury. When the material 
is poured from one vessel to another, and during the 
time of its consumption by the pigs, the stench in all 
seasons is bad; in the summer months it is sickening | 
and disgusting, producing, when the wind is favour- 
able to its passing across my premises, sickness, tremor, 
and headache, which last for six or eight hours, and 
filling my house with effluvium, should the doors and 
windows be allowed to remain open. I have laid the 
subject before the magistrates in petty sessions, and 
the person has been reprimanded and cautioned, but 
the practice still exists. ‘The worst attack of cholera 
T ever saw, except one, was in the yard in which these 
pigs are kept, and that in a temperate and respectable 
person ; and there is now a bad case of diarrhea there, 
though that disease is not at present rife with us. 
I should be obliged if informed what course I am to 
pursue. ; 

3793 5. WOLVERHAMPTON ; Eastern.—Births 398 ; 
Deaths 274. My district has been in a tolerably 
healthy state, except that scarlatina has prevailed 
among children, but it has not been very fatal 
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Diarrhea has been less prevalent than usual at this 
season. 

379; 6. Wotvernampron; Willenhall.—Births 214; 
Deaths 94. 16 children died of typhus and scarlatina, 
all under four years of age. ‘There were 6 deaths 
from diarrhea. My district is in a healthy state not- 
withstanding the vast number of nuisances arising 
from want of drainage. 

379; 7. Wotvernampron ; Bilston.—Births 28: ; 
Deaths180. ‘The deaths are not more than the average. 
Scariatina is the only disease prevailing ; we have not 
been free from it for the last 12 months. 

380; 1. Warsaty; Darlaston.—Births 94; Deaths 
56, The deaths are below the average, though scar- 
latina, hooping-cough, and bowel complaint have been 
prevalent. 

381; 5. Wresr Bromwicu; Wedneshury.—Births 
148; Deaths 97. Measles and scarlatina have been 
prevalent, but the deaths are not above the average. 

382; 2. DupLtey; Tipton—Births 282; Deaths 
169. Deaths rather above the average. 45 from fever. 
13 from diarrhea. 

382; 3. DupLey; Se-/gley.—Births 35%; Deaths 
283. Deaths are 93 above the average, and 123 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1852, which con- 
siderably exceeds also the number in any similar 
quarter for the last 10 years. Scarlatina of a very 
malignant kind has prevailed in this district during 
the quarter, and it has not been confined to the poor 
or unhealthy parts of the district. Deaths from scar- 
latina alone 107, and from secondary disease after 
searlatina 11, typhus 6, diarrhea 14, and English 
cholera 2.

51. ‘The mortality would have been below the average 
but for the prevalence of scarlatina, which caused 14 
deaths. I attribute the great mortality from this 
epidemic to the bad sanatory condition of the district.

Deaths 29. The births are 25 below the average of 
the last 4 years, but the decrease I cannot in any way 
account for, trade throughout my district being good 
and labour plentiful.

Typhus, scarlatina, 
measles, diarrhoea, and dysentery have been prevalent, 
the two former in a very malignant form, which may 
be attributed to the filthy and unwholesome state of 
the district, arismg mainly from the want of effective 
sewerage, drainage, and other sanitary arrangements. 
From the immense quantity of property annually 
erected the district now assumes a town-like appear- 
ance, and there is a manifest evil experienced in the 
want of a local authority invested with the power of 
compelling owners of property to form streets of 
proper dimensions, sewer and pave them, and provide 
other requisite conveniences. Such authority must be 
exercised before the health and comfort of the inha- 
bitants can be properly secured. Should the district 
be visited by cholera its ravages would be severe 
from the district being so ill prepared against such 
a visitation. There is much credit due to the Board 
of Guardians for their promptitude in appointing sana- 
tory committees, &c., and also passing resolutions, the 
carrying out of which will tend to remove some of 
the existing abuses. 

468; 10. Botron; Little Bolton. — Births 238; 
Deaths 159. The number of deaths is above 15 per 
cent. over the average of the corresponding quarters 
of the last ten years. There have been 17 fatal cases 
of diarrhea, all amongst children about and under 
one year old.

and in many instances diarrhcea was merely the sequel 
to other diseases. In the weekly return of mortality 
for the metropolis, dated 20th August, it was stated 
““The tender age of nearly all the sufferers from 
~~ “ diarrhoea, 97 out of 126 not having completed their 
“first year, is sufficient to dispel the popular error 
‘“‘ that the use of fruit is the exciting cause.” This 
extract seems to convey the notion that, as the chil- 
dren were not able to eat fruit, therefore fruit could 
not be the cause of the diarrhea. But if mothers eat 
fruit the children will feel the effects, and it is well 
“known that amongst the working classes mothers 


generally are utterly regardless of the consequences to 
their infants resulting from their own errors in diet. 

473; 2. Mancnester; Deansgate, — Births’ 328 ; 
Deaths 306. The total number of deaths during the 
quarter, exclusive of coroner’s cases, is 280. Of these 
9 were from small-pox, 14 from searlatina, and only 
7 from common or typhoid fever. There were 68 
deaths from diarrheea, but of this number only 8 
occurred in adults, and of this small number some 
were certified as from chronic dysentery. Hence it 
appears that whilst cholera is raging at Newcastle 
there is nothing like a premonition of it here. 

473; 3. Mancuester; London Road.—Births 342; 
Deaths 232. The births have rather exceeded the 
average of September quarters, and are in excess of 
deaths in this quarter upwards of 100. The deaths 
are considerably below the average of the correspond- 
ing quarter of previous years, and 118 fewer than in 
the September quarter of last year. 

473; 4. Mancuester; Market Street.— Births 245 ; 
Deaths 382. These numbers correspond nearly with 
the averages of previous returns. With regard to 
sickness, medical and relieving officers state that less 
is found than usual at this season of the year, much 
less of diarrhea, and of fever very little. With 
respect to that fearful scourge cholera (now unhappily 
present in this island) every preventive measure sug- 
gested by experience is being carried into operation 
by the authorities. 

473; &. MANncHEsTER; St. George.—Births 484; 
Deaths 350. The deaths are about the average. The 
district is in a healthy state at the present time, and 
there is less diarrhea than is usuai at this time of 
year. ‘Two cases of cholera have been registered, one 
of a woman who died of Asiatic cholera of 16 hours’ 
duration. The informant stated that she was a dissi- 
pated woman, and had been drinking before she was 
seized with the complaint. She lived in the lower part 
of the district, but not in the most densely inhabited 
part of it. The other case was that of a man, a cur- 
rier by trade, who had been suffering from diarrhea 
for about 2 days. He left his work on the Saturday 
about 4 o’clock ; soon after.he got home he was seized 
with vomiting and cramps, and died in a few hours. 
This death took place in the higher but badly drained 
part of the district. 

4733 7. MancnesTer ; Cheetham—Births 105 ; 
Deaths 68. Diarrhoea, scarlatina, and typhus have 
been prevalent. From the first disease there were 
7 deaths, all occurring in children under 2 years old, 
from scarlatina 5, and from typhus 3. Notwithstand- 
ing the prevalence of these diseases the mortality is 
not above the average. 

474; 2. ASHTON-UNDER-LYNE; Ashton.—Births 320; 
Deaths 256. Deaths more than the average of 5 cor- 
responding quarters. The prevailing diseases have 
been measles and diarrheea ; the deaths by measles 34, 
diarrhoea 43, scarlatina 8. ; 

ATAS 3. ASHTON-UNDER-LYNE ; Audenshaw.—Births 
108; Deaths 72. My district is healthy, but infantile 
diarrhoea more prevalent and fatal within the last 12 
days. :

Deaths 48. Deaths 16 above the average of correspond~ 
ing quarters of the last 4 years ; 16 from scarlatina.

70; Deaths 46. ‘The present number of deaths is 
above the average. Scarlatina is prevalent, but in a 
milder form than usual. 

475; 2. OLDHAM; Oldham-above- Town.—Births 269; 
Deaths 185. Amongst the deaths in this quarter there 


have been the following :—29 from scarlatina, 2 from 
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small-pox (one with and the other without previous 
vaccination), g from infantile diarrhea, and 3 from 
typhus. 

4753 5. OLtpHAm; Royton.—Births 85; Deaths so. 
Deaths are above the average. There have been 4 
fatal cases of scarlatina, 2 of cholera, one of small- 
pox, and one of typhus. 

47536. OLpuAmM; Crompton.—Births 56; Deaths (he 
The deaths owing to the prevalence of scarlatina are 
above the average of corresponding quarters by 133 
per cent. 

478; 1. Burniey; Burniey.—Births 327; Deaths 
192. Deaths from cholera one, English cholera 2, 
cholera infantum one. 

479; 2. CLirnERoE; Slaidburn.—Births 12; Deaths 
3. ‘The malignant scarlatina gradually assumed a 
milder type, and this district is now free from disease 
of that nature. Diarrhoea prevalent and in some cases 
severe. Deaths are considerably below the average, 
but the population of this rural district is fast de- 
creasing. Plenty of work and a much higher rate of 
wages induce the population to remove to the manu- 
facturing districts. Sanitary regulations much needed 
in some parts of my district. 

4793 4. CLiTaERor ; Clitheroe.— Births 75; Deaths 
49. Deaths are above the average of corresponding 
quarters ; diarrhea and scarlatina prevail, and one 
death from cholera epidemica has been registered. 

482; 2. Preston; Preston.—Births 720; Deaths 
492. The deaths are 34 above the average. Bowel 
complaint and fever prevailed in September. Diarrhcea 
caused 73 deaths, dysentery 19. 

483; 3. Fyupn; Poulton-le-Fylde. — Births 94; 
Deaths 56. Diarrhea, scarlatina, and measles have 
prevailed, the last extensively, but with no fatal 
results. A man, aged 38 years, was bit in the hand 
by a dog in a rabid state on the 11th April, and died 
on the 2d September following of hydrophobia, 4 days 
after the malady attacked him. 

486; 3. Utverstonrs ; Ulverstone. — Births 943 
Deaths 62. The deaths exhibit an increase of 17 on 
the corresponding quarter of last year, and of 24 on 
that of the year 1851. There have been 18 fatal 
cases of scariatina registered during the quarter. The 
epidemic now seems abating. The town may be con- 
sidered in a tolerably healthy state. No case of 
cholera has taken place ; the town has been kept in a 
cleanly state by the Removal of Nuisances Committee 
of the Board of Guardians, and the recently issued 
Orders in Council are being rigidly carried into 
effect.

Deaths 61. The deaths are less by 21 than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. I can only ac- 
count for this, from the fact that the working classes 
are both better housed and better fed than they ever were 
before. ‘Though scarlatina has been epidemic during 
the whole quarter, 2 deaths only have occurred, from 
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| it. Hooping-cough has also been epidemic, and has 


caused 5 deaths. 

497; 9. Huppersrieip; Huddersfield. —Births 287 ; 
Deaths 184. Diarrhea and cholera made their ap- 
pearance in September. 9g deaths were registered 
from diarrhea principally among children. 3 from 
cholera. 

499; 7. Braprorn ; Horton.—Births 383; Deaths 
282, ‘There are among the deaths, one from cholera 
infantum (on the rrth July), 30 diarrhea, 17 
dysentery, 17 hooping-cough, 14 fever, 11 scarla- 
latina. Deaths not above the average of the last 
3 years. 

499; 13. Braprorp ; Pudsey.—Births 125 ; Deaths 
62. The district has been, during the last 3 months, 
and is at present, in a healthy state. Trade has been 
good, employment abundant, provisions cheap, due 
attention has been paid to vaccination, and we 
have the advantage of excellent air and water. Great 
cleanliness prevails, with comparatively little intem- 
perance. 

501; 1. Lexens; South East.—Births 298; Deaths 
202. The deaths are a little below the average of the 
corresponding quarters of 1850, 1851, and 1852. 
Diarrhea has been prevalent; the number of deaths 
registered from that complaint was 32. 

501; 2. Lerps; WVorth.—Births 400; Deaths 290. 
Deaths below the average of 3 corresponding 
quarters by 50. Diarrhea has been very pre- 


valent during September, and in many cases proved - 


fatal. 

501; 3. Lexps; West.—Births 360; Deaths 248. 
30 deaths have been registered from diarrhcea, and g 
from dysentery. 

502; 7. Dewspury; Soothil/—Births 48 ; Deaths 
26. The deaths are about the average. I registered 
a death from cholera on the 26th of this mouth, it was 
that cf'a child aged one year, and was certified as from 
“ diarrhoea (3 days), cholera (48 hours).” 

505; 2. BarnsLtey; Barnsley.—Births 217; Deaths 
136. ‘The deaths are the same as in the correspond-

Same quarter of 1851, and a slight decrease compared 
with that of 1852. Hooping-cough and measles have 
been very severe and fatal. At a time when cholera 
is raging at Newcastle and Gateshead, and has appeared 
in other parts of the kingdom, it is gratifying to 
observe that the deaths during the present quarter are 
not more than the average. ‘To say that the town has 
been entirely free from cholera would be contrary to 
the fact, as a case occurred to a man by trade a plas- 
terer, terminating fatally on the 29th July last in a 
yard in Baker-street, a low thickly populated part, after 
an illness of 2 days, arising from neglected diarrhoea. 
I made inquiries of the medical man who attended 
the case, and he informed me that it was not of an epide- 
mical character, but an isolated case, and no fears 
need be apprehended of its spreading further. With 
this exception there have been no symptoms of the 
disease here, the deaths from diarrhea being fewer 
in this than the corresponding quarter of last year. 

508; 2. Suurrre.p; North.—Births 375 ; Deaths 
287. A man died of “cholera (24 hours),” at the age 
of 62 years (Bellefield-place). The son of the deceased 
states that his father neglected premonitory symptoms. 
The sanatory authorities of the town have taken 
prompt measures against attacks of cholera. 

508; 3. SHEFFIELD; South.—Dirths 174; Deaths 
107. Although the total number of deaths is not 
large, the public health has been bad. Bowel com- 
plaint has caused 28 out of the 107 deaths, and this 
in an urban population indicates much sickness of a 
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low kind. Scarlatina has been prevalent, and has 
caused 11 deaths. 

508; 3. Suerrrerp; Brightside. — Births 160; 
Deaths, 72. The deaths are above the average, 
and but for the prevalence of diarrhea (11 cases), 


which has lately been on the increase, my district 


would be considered healthy. The Guardians of the 
Poor of this Union, as well as the other local autho- 
rities, are using the most prompt and judicious means 
to prevent the spread of diarrheea and cholera, by 
affording medical assistance to all who may require it, 
on the first appearance of premonitory symptoms. 
The births are much above the average, caused by 
the great number of houses, chiefly cottages for the 
labouring classes, which have been erected within the 
last 12 months, all of which are immediately occupied 
as soon as, and often before, they are finished. 


36. East Ripine. 


815; 4. York; Walmgate.—Births 195; Deaths 
174. Scarlatina has been fatal in 21 cases, and has 
prevailed to some extent in all parts of the district. 
Diarrhea and dysentery have also been fatal to a 
large number of children. 

320; 3. Hurt; Myton.—Births 298; Deaths 218. 
The births and deaths are about the average, taking 
into account the increase of population. The district 


“may be considered very healthy for the season of the 


year, the deaths being roo less than in the corresponding 
quarter last year, owing to the great prevalence then 
of scarlatina and diarrhea. Of diarrhoea, 15 out of 
the 18 cases are of children under the age of 15 
months. Of the 3 cases of cholera, only one is regis- 
tered as “ Asiatic,” and that was an imported case 
from Hamburgh of a German emigrant on her way 
to America.

81; Deaths 58. This district is very healthy at 
present, although there have been 7 cases of cholera 
and several of small-pox, with a few of fever. 

549; 13 SUNDERLAND; Bishopwearmouth North.— 
Births 202; Deaths 147. The number of deaths this 
quarter exceeds the average of corresponding quarters 
of 5 previous years. There were from cholera 7 
deaths, and from diarrheea 15. 

549; 2. SUNDERLAND; Bishopwearmouth South.— 
Births 154; Deaths 84. There have been 11 cases of 
diarrhoea, chiefly in infants; one case of English 
cholera (7 days) in an aged man. 

549; 3. SUNDERLAND; Kast.—Dirths 118; Deaths 
83. There died from Asiatic cholera 2 persons ; 
diarrhoea to (ail children of 2 years and under). 

549; 4. SUNDERLAND; West.—Births 74; Deaths 59.

Deaths 137. The excess of deaths over those of the 
corresponding quarter of 1852 may be attributed to a 
visitation of cholera to which we are now subject, but 
happily, up to the present time, of a slight character.

551; 1. GaTEsuEap; Heworth.—Births 77 ; Deaths 
48. Deaths above the average from cholera prevail- 
ing; 36 deaths were registered from this disease ; 
the first took place on 1st September at Bill Quay, a 
village on the banks of the river Tyne. 


551; 2. GATESHEAD; Gateshead.—Births 262; 
Deaths 597. ‘The deaths are about 430 above the 
average. I have registered 343 from cholera, which 


has been very fatal. 


551; 3. GatresHEaAD; Whickham.—Births 55 ; 
Deaths 40. The deaths are nearly double the usual 
number, which is accounted for by stating that there 
have been 20 fatal cases of cholera, one of diarrhea, 
and 4 of scarlatina, thus leaving only 15 for ordinary 
causes.

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Tarts Return comprises the Birtus and Drarus registered by 2191 Registrars in all the districts of 
England during the autumn quarter ending December 31st, 1853; and the Marriacrs in 12039 
churches or chapels, about 3454 registered places of worship unconnected with the Established 
Church, and 625 Superintendent Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended September 3oth, 185 3. 

The Return of Marriages is not complete; but the defects are inconsiderable, and approximative 
-numbers have been supplied from the records of previous years. 

The marriages in the quarter that ended on September 3oth are not only above the average, but 
the proportion to the population exceeds any of the proportions previously recorded. ‘The births in 
the quarter that ended on December 31st are also above the average. ‘The mortality, particularly in 
towns and cities, is high, and exceeds the mortality in every autumn quarter since 1843, except in 
1846, 1847, when the potato disease commenced, and diarrhoea and influenza became epidemic. 

The returns, therefore, present a mixed result: the marriages indicate that the circumstances of 
the great body of the people were considered by them prosperous. But the public health has 
suffered, and is still over the coming year threatened by Asiatic cholera. All the measures of 
improvement should therefore be accelerated. 

It will be a happy circumstance if the germs of diseases which first affected the potato and the 
vine, and other plants, in the year of high temperature 1846, and have led to the loss of so much 
food, should be partially destroyed by the severe cold that set in at the close of the year.

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MARRIAGES. _ — 
79572 persons were married during the quarter ending September 3oth, 1853,—a number con- 
siderably exceeding that of any corresponding quarter since the Registration Act came into operation 


in 1837, and 2990 more than were married in the same period of 1852, when the large number of — 


76582 persons were married. 

The increase was spread over each of the eleven divisions of England and Wales, and the only 
counties in which a decrease is observable are Hampshire, Berkshire, Northamptonshire, Hunting- 
donshire, Bedfordshire, Dorsetshire, Devonshire, Somersetshire, Leicestershire, Rutlandshire, 
Derbyshire, Cheshire, and Westmorland. Marriages increased in most of the important seats of 
manufactures and commerce, but an augmented number is more particularly apparent in the mining 
districts of Cornwall and South Wales, of Staffordshire and Durham. In the September quarter of 
the last five years, the number of marriages was, in Truro, 76, 90, 80, gI, and 134; in Redruth, 
LOI, 95, 127, 112, and 143; in Wolverhampton, 188, 256, 287, 289, and 313; Walsall, 57, 87, 97, 
88, and 107; West Bromwich, 157, 191, 158, 179, and 225; Dudley, 265, 313, 294, 326, and 
430; Stockton, 104, 115, 107, 126, and 132; Sunderland, 161, 193, 191, 197, and 240; South 
Shields, 72, 74, 104, 90, and.109; and in the districts of Cardiff, Merthyr Tydfil, Bridgend, and 
Neath, 360, 437, 424, §01, and 580 marriages were celebrated in the September quarter of the past 
five years. In Preston, the number of marriages (252) is slightly in excess of the number (244) 
recorded in the third quarter of the previous year, although fewer than in the corresponding 
periods of 1850 and 1851, when the numbers reached 281 and 277 respectively. On an average 
of the corresponding quarters of 10 years (1843-1852), the number of marriages was at the annual 
rate of 788 to every 100000 persons living; the proportion for the same period of 1853 was 867 to 
100000 persons living. 


144444 births were registered in the last 3 months of the year. This number, though slightly 
‘above the average, shows a considerable diminution on the numbers registered in the same period 
of the 2 preceding years (148912 and 152066 respectively).

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INCREASE OF FPOPULATICN. 

The number of births registered during the last quarter being 144444, and the number of deaths 
103341, there remains a balance of 41103 as the natural increase of the population during that 
period. Large numbers of persons are still attracted to the Australian Colonies, as well ag to 
America and other places, although a small decrease in the emigration is perceptible on the numbers 
of the corresponding quarter of 1852. From the 4 English ports which make returns, 50457 persons 
emigrated during the last 3 months; namely, from London, 6810; Plymouth, 28 515; Liverpool, 
37732; and Southampton, 3064. In addition, 1795 persons sailed from the ports of Glasgow and 
Greenock, and 2431 from Irish ports, giving a total of 54683* for the United Kingdom, against 
55315 during the last quarter of 1852. It must be borne in mind, in any estimate of the increase 
of population, that the births and deaths refer only to England and Wales, and that of the emigrants 
leaving English ports a large though an unascertained number are of Irish birth. 


Prices of Provisions. 


The chief articles of food have greatly risen in price since the three months ending December 
1852; wheat, which was then 40s. 5d. per quarter, has risen to 69s. 10d., being an increase of 73 per 
‘cent. ; and at this higher price an average weekly sale of 79002 quarters took place in the towns. of 
England and Wales which make returns, against 111224 quarters weekly when the price was 
4os. 5d. Beef and mutton rose in price ; and potatoes, which were 105s. per ton at the waterside 
Market, Southwark, in December 1852, rose to 150s. in the December quarter, 1853, being an aug- 
mentation in price equivalent to 43 per cent. The continued activity of trade and the increased 
rate of wages has enabled the labouring classes for the most part to cope with the dearness of pro- 
visions ; but, in conjunction with the severity of the weather and the exorbitant price of fuel, it has 
been a season of trial; which has, however, been borne with exemplary patience and fortitude by 
those who were most exposed to its rigours.

The fall of snow, the low temperature, and the other meteorological phenomena of the quarter, are 
ully and ably described by Mr. Glaisher (see pp. 30, 31). 


STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


There died last quarter in ENaLanp and WALES 103341 persons. The period was unhealthy, and a 
greater number of lives was lost to the population than in any other autumnal quarter of the last 13 
years, with only two exceptions,—the fourth quarter of 1846, when the deaths rose to 108937 ; and that 
of 1847, when they were 103479. The annual mortality has been at the rate of 2-252 per cent. in 
the 10 years 1843-52; it was 2°186 in the last quarters of those years; and last quarter it was 
2°272. Cold weather towards the close of the year thinned the ranks both of old and young, and 
the latter class have also suffered much from fever, especially scarlatina, in many parts of the 
country. 


Loxpon makes a large contribution to this excess of mortality ; for in the metropolitan division 
the deaths in October, November, and December rose to 16390, which is more by 2709 than took place 
in the same quarter of the previous year. In the last fourteen weeks of 1853, 17390 persons died 
in London, and more than the usual proportion of these were carried off by zymotic diseases, (those 
of epidemic character), principally cholera, typhus, scarlatina; hooping-cough, and diarrheea. 
Cholera and typhus killed almost equal numbers, viz. 728 and 724; scarlatina and hooping-cough 
were rival powers of destruction, for 668 and 667 are claimed as their respective shares; 565 
deaths were caused by diarrhcea, besides 41 by dysentery. It is to be observed that these diseases, 
severally, not only produced more than the average number of deaths in this quarter, but showed a 
disposition to increase as the year drew to a close. In the summer months cholera was fatal in 137 
cases, it rose to 728 in autumn; typhus (including continued fever, &c.) rose in the same periods 
from 585 to 724; scarlatina from 397 to 668; and hooping-cough from 426 to 667. Diarrhea 
forms an exception, having declined from 1232 in the summer to 565 in the autumnal quarter. 
Croup nearly doubled its comparatively small rate of mortality, and measles also became more fatal 
towards the end of 1853. 


Whilst the young suffered from their peculiar diseases, the old had their own maladies to contend 
with. The number of deaths at all ages from diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of 
phthisis and hooping-cough) were, in the 14 weeks, 3291. There died between 600 and 700 more 
than is usual in the same season. Bronchitis was fatal in 1460 cases, pneumonia in 1389, phthisis in 
1gi4. 15 persons in London suffered death from cold, and the privation, from some cause, of neces- 
saries of life ; 27 were the victims of their own intemperate habits. It is probable that want in 
some cases and vicious indulgence in spirits in many others produced disease, or carried it to a fatal 
issue, where the register does not reveal their operation. . 


In the last quarter large town populations were unhealthy, but, judging from the mortality, smaller 
towns and the inhabitants of the open country appear to have enjoyed as much health as usual. In 
117 districts, comprising the chief towns, the rate of mortality per annum was 2°4778 to 160 inha- 
bitants ; the annual mortality in 10 autumn quarters (1843-52) was 2°634. In so7 districts, con- 
sisting chiefly of small towns and country parishes, the mortality was 1°911; the average was r*96s. 
Country Registrars refer in their Reports to measles and other complaints prevailing among children ;

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in some instances these appeared in a mild form, and in others not mentioned they were probably 
much less destructive than in towns. 


In the Sourm Easrern Division (IL) the deaths registerel were 7956, which scarcely differs 
from the number recorded in the same quarter of 1852, and affords a not unfavourable result. But 
the mortality in Kent (one of the counties in this Division) is high, scarlatina having been prevalent 
in Maidstone and Margate. Fever had also prevailed at Folkestone and at Brenchley. The Regis- 
trar of the latter place reports that “the number of deaths (29) exceeds the average by one fifth, in 
consequence chiefly of a severe epidemic of fever (of typhoid type), in which the proportion of fatal 
cases was about 1 in 8. The disease originated among the Irish poor, imported for the purpose of 
hop-picking, and was distinetly propagated by personal contagion.” In Hampshire, both at Kingston 
(Portsea Island) and Southampton, small-pox had been prevalent, as well as fever to a great extent 
at the former. 


The deaths registered in the Sours Mipianp Division (IIL) were 6057, not so many as in 
most previous seasons. They were few in the counties of Hertford, Oxford, and Bedford. Both Peter- 
borough and Daventry in Northamptonshire had suffered, the former from small-pox and scarlatina, 
the latter from typhus. In the sub-district of Soham in Cambridgeshire, the deaths, which had been 
so in the corresponding quarter of 1852, rose to 112 last quarter, in consequence of cholera in 
October and November, which was fatal to 61 persons. In the district of Ely, in the same county, 
a great dea! of fever prevailed at Stretham, and 2 cases of cholera occurred at Haddenham, whilst in 
the parish of Sutton diarrheea attacked the inmates of almost every house. The deaths were 61 in 
oe eoweaa of Ely, against 39 in the corresponding quarter of 1852, and 17 of those were caused 

y cholera. 


Only 5106 deaths were registered in the Eastern Division (1V.) Diarrhcea was epidemic at West 
Ham in Essex, and cholera made its appearance, but without being fatal in any case. The district of 
Norwich lost many lives from small-pox. The Registrar of Coslany, which forms part of it, counts 
10 deaths from this disease, besides 18 from fever, making nearly a third of the whole number 
registered ; and he attributes the deplorable facts to defect of sanatory arrangements. In Conisford, 
another of its sub-districts, 15 deaths from small-pox occurred, and in West Wymer (Norwich) there 
were no fewer than 19. In not one of these 19 cases had the sufferers been previously vaccinated. 
The uneducated; says the Registrar, have a great dislike to such protection. Choleraic diarrhea 
prevailed at Downham in Norfolk. 


The returns are on the whole favourable for the Souru Wasrern Division (V.), in which the 
deaths of the autumn quarters fell to 8498; but in parts of it, Chippenham (where typhus and sear= 
latina prevailed) and Exeter (where the Registrar of St. Sidwell states that health has suffered from 
the severity of the weather and the high price of fuel and “© all sorts of provisions”), the mortality was 
rather high. Plymouth was attacked by cholera, and 44 persons died of it in November and 
December, It visited Stoke Damarel in the same county. Cornwall, in this division, has been 
unhealthy, and the deaths in it rose to 1899. Scarlatina raged in Falmouth district, and in its sub- 
district Constantine about 100 cases, 16 of which were fatal, occurred chiefly among the poor. The 
cottagers have dung-pits near their dwellings, from which, in the Registrar’s opinion, the disease is 
fed. In the district of Redruth the average of deaths in the autumns of 1849-52 was 280, last 
quarter they were 419; scarlatina has been the largest contributor to so great an increase. Cholera 
was fatal to 32 persons ; and diarrhea, measles, and. hooping-cough are also mentioned by the Registrar 
of the sub-district of Redruth, in which the mortality has been greatest. 


The West Mipianp Drviston (VI.) has in some parts suffered severely ; the deaths were 12612, 
or more than 800 above the average of corresponding quarters. Scearlatina, whose traces have been 
already seen in so many parts, committed great ravages in the counties of Stafford and Warwick. 
The Registrar of Fenton (Stoke-upon-Trent) states, that in the streets where the disease has been 
most prevalent, the houses are entirely without sewers, and the cellars are flooded with stagnant 
water to the depth of 6 to 12 inches. | Wolverhampton did not escape ; but on Sedgley (in Dudley) 
the plague apparently had discharged its fury. In this sub-district the deaths were 316 ; they were 
123 above the average, and 149, or nearly a half of the whole number, were from a malignant 
description of scarlatina which prevailed in summer, and spread with renewed force during autumn. 
Birmingham suffered a sharp attack; it was common in Worcestershire, in Shrewsbury, and other 
parts of Shropshire. ‘The mortality was heaviest in the following places : Wolverhampton, where 
the deaths were 860, or 103 above the average of corresponding quarters (1849-52) ; West Brom- 
wich, where they were 540, or 100 above the average; Dudley, where they were 1032, or more than 
300 above the average; and Birmingham, where they were 1444, exceeding*the average to the 
same extent. In Kingswinford (Stourbridge) there were 3 deaths from cholera, and in Leigh 


(Martley) one. 

The deaths rose to 6541 in the Norra Mrpitanp DIVISION (VIL). Three of the five counties of 
which it consists, Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, were swept by searlatina. The districts of Boston, 
Grantham, Lincoln, Horncastle, suffered much; also Worksop, Radford, Nottingham, Southwell, 
The mortality from the disease was high in Derby, Ashborne, Chesterfield, Bakeweil, Chapel-en-le- 
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‘Frith, and Hayfield. Speaking of the homes of £1000 persons in Chesterfield and its neighbourhood, 
the Registrar says, “The sanatory condition of the Ivish labourers is deplorable.” Cholera was fatal 
to g lives at Holbeach. Small-pox prevailed at Nottingham and Ashborne. 


-. In the Norra Western Drviston (VIIL.) the deaths rose to 17851. Ti consists of Cheshire and 
Lancashire, both of which were overrun by the epidemic so fatal to the young. — Stockport had an 
attack of the most violent kind, and the Registrar of Heaton Norris, one of- its sub-districts, states 
that the disease created almost as much alarm as cholera. Here, in consequence of the “turn-out” 
and dearness of food, families were ill prepared for such a visit. Congleton, Wigan, Bury, Chorlton, 
Ashton-under-Lyne, Oldham, Rochdale, and Ulverstone suffered. Half of the total deaths in Ulver- 
stone sub-district were from scarlatina. 20 deaths (out ‘of 116) from small-pox were registered:in 
the sub-district of Congleton. 163 deaths from cholera are reported in Liverpool; a few also in 
West Derby; one at Wigan. A decrease in births at Wigan and Preston is attributed to strikes 
causing a movement of families from those places. The deaths were 864 in the district of Stockport, 
or 342 above the average. They were 223 in that of Congleton, or 57 above the average. In the 
districts of Liverpool, Wigan, and Chorlton, the deaths rose to 2270, 692, and 1005. Manchester 
registered 2148, also a high mortality. In Preston 676 were registered, 73 above the average. 4 


The Yorx Division (IX.) in which 10676 deaths occurred, furnishes more favourable returns, 
except for some of the large towns, Bradford, Sheffield, York, &c., where the mortality. was 
great. Scarlatina, aided by cold, wet and changeable weather, pervaded these and other parts in 
all the Ridings. At Doncaster, which suffered from it, the mortality was high.. Leeds and Hull 
were more fortunate. A German emigrant died at the latter place from cholera; a woman died 
of it in Bradford; a tailor of the same disease at Barnsley. The linen trade was depressed at 
Barnsley, the coal trade in great activity. Fancy manufacture had improved at High Hoyland. — 


The 5770 deaths in the Norrumrn Divisron (X.) are not few, but they show a decrease on 
those of the summer quarter. Choléra was diffused here to a wide extent. Fatal cases of it in 
the December quarter are reported as follows: 13 at Stockton, 10 at Bishop Auckland, 6 in Saint 
Nicholas, Durham, 3 or 4 at Easington, 7 at Hetton-le-Hole, one at Chester-le-Street, 18 in Sunder- 
land, 15 in Westoe (South Shields), 94 at Gateshead, 124 in Tynemouth, one at Ajlendale 
(Hexham), 13 at Bedlington (Morpeth), 44 in Cockermouth. It continued to raise the mortality 
in Neweastle. Scarlatina was severe at. Whitehaven on the west coast, and in Alnwick on the 
east. It prevailed along the coast of the latter district, but spared the parts remote from the 
sea. It was also fatal at Kirkby Lonsdale in Westmoreland. 


In the Wersn Division (XI.) the deaths, 5884, were a little above the average. Searlatina 
visited Cardigan, Wrexham, Ruthin, and Corwen with severity. At Cowbridge 4o families have 
been attacked by typhus, which originated at a ball, where the guests. supped over a stable, and on 
premises which were in a filthy state from want of drainage. . 


Mr. Leigh, Registrar of Deansgate, a sub-district of Manchester, has made some useful observa-_ 


tions on the public health of that locality, and the propagation of those diseases which have pro- 


duced so great a mortality, in a letter.addressed to the Registrar-General, which will be found at 
page 46.

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On the Meteorology of England and Scotland, during the Quarter ending December 31st, 18 53- By 
JAMES GLAISHER, Esq, F.R.S., Sec. of the British Meteorological Society. 


The temperature, till 2oth October, was 1°8° below its average, in the period from 21st October to 
8th November it was 5:3° above, and from 9th November to the end of the year it was 4°8° below 
the average. The temperature of December was 7° below the average of the 12 preceding Decembers. 
During. the period from.gth November there were several instances of very low temperatures; on 
some days the mean for the day was 10°, 11°, 12°, and in one case 13° below the respective averages. 


With the exception of the interval between 21st October and 8th November the weather has been | 


eold throughout the quarter. 


The maximum cold for the season, in the whole country, took place during the night common 
to December 28th and 29th. This cold extended from the most southern to the most northern 
station. 


The reading of the barometer was low in October; it was very high in November, ‘The excess 
of reading in November over that in October was nearly four-tenths of an inch at all places ; it. 


decreased by December in England, but still farther increased in Scotland. . 
The fall of rain was one-third above its average in October; and fell short of the average in 


November and December, except in Cornwall and Devonshire. The general deficiency for the 


quarter is about one inch. 


Snow fell at a few places north of the parallel of 53° on 17th November; at places north of 51° 
on 24th November; and at the Islands of Jersey and Guernsey at the end of the year. It fell 
generally over England after the middle of December, 


The direction of the wind has generally been a compound of the north or east, except in the 
interval from 21st October to 8th November, when it was mostly south-west. 


The air has been drier than usual, particularly in December, in which month the difference of air 
and dew-point temperature, notwithstanding the low value of the former, was greater than usual, 
consequently the degree of humidity was low. 


Fog was very prevalent in October and November, particularly between the parallels of latitude 


of 51° and 52°. In November it was more or less prevalent on 28 days, and on some days extended - 
allover the country. . At times it was very dense within a band extending across the country between | 


the above parallels of latitude. In December fog was most prevalent below the parallel of. 53° 
and 54°. 


The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending November, constituting the. 


3 autumn months, was 49°° 4, being 0° 1 above the average of 80 years.

or mortality in my district during the last quarter 
has been considerably.above the average, the excess, 
however, being found within the last two months. Oc- 
tober was an unusually healthy month, the deaths in 
a dense town population of 33,000 having only been 
72; in November they sprang to 92, and in December 
to 134, making a total in the quarter of 308. As 
might be expected, the stroke of death has fallen 
chiefly on infancy and old age, 81 of the 134 deaths 
in December being of children under 5 years, whilst 
in the months of November and December 41 persons 
died above 50 years of age, and in October only 4. 

Zymotic diseases have been rife, particularly scar- 
latina, which has been unusually prevalent and fatal, 
23 deaths having taken place from this disease, 17 
from measles, 6 from’ small- -pox, and 8 from fever, 
making a total of 64 from diseases propagated by 
infection, and, therefore, to a large extent avoidable, 
to which may perhaps legitimately be added 10 from 
hooping-cough, another disease propagated by matter 
proceeding from the affected person. 

The mortality from diarrhea has been unusually 
small; only 14 deaths have occurred during the 
quarter, and these almost entirely i October, a some- 
what remarkable fact, considering that cholera was 
busy in neighbouring towns. The same circumstance 
was noticed, however, in the year preceding the last: 
outbreak of cholera here. Of the great number of 
deaths in December, 64 were registered as from inflam- 
matory diseases of the lungs or from natural decay. 

With all our information we have still much to 
learn respecting the causes that produce and foster 
epidemic and endemic disease, and our knowledge can 
only be extended by minute, long, and laborious ob- 
servation. Registrars possess great opportunities, and 
it is desirable to impress them with the importance of 
studying their districts, carefully noting all the cireum- 
stances connected with them, as these occur, their phy- 
sical features, soil, drainage, condition of land or streets, 
quality and condition of “houses, and making observa- 
tions on the inhabitants, occupations, habits, and general 
condition ; temperature, pressure, and moisture of 
atmos phere, coincidence of increased or diminished 
mortality with change of external conditions ; observa- 
tion of the sites of greatest or least mortality, also of 
age, sex, and causes of death in each locality, with 
many other points. Little preliminary knowledge is 
necessary for such observations, and the habit once 
begun, many circumstances attract notice which were 
previously unobserved, and a man of ordinary intelli- 
gence will thus rapidly ‘accumulate an amount of know-~ 
ledge of his own neighbourhood of the highest value 
to himself and those about him. 

Knowledge that we have acquired of this kind is 
wholly cumulative, the result of reiterated observation. 
All that is necessary is that the observations should be 
precise, and not of a loose and general character; and 
when accumulated the physicist, physiologist, patho- 
logist, and chemist will come to the observer's aid, 
and give to his labours their true significance. Little 
can be effected by the casual observations of an oeca- 
sional visitant, in the shape of a sanatory commissioner, 
compared with what can be accomplished by the intel- 
ligent-observations of a constant resident. That much 
may be done in this way by a painstaking and obser- 
-vant man the excellent reports of the Rev. Mr. Clay 
at Preston furnish an honourable and striking proof, 

The large mortality from infectious diseases, espe- 
cially searlatina and measles, suggests the wish, that 
on the occurrence of these cases a more complete 
isolation of them could be effected, However unde- 


_ sirable marine quarantine may be, about which there 
is a question, there can be very little doubt that the 


avoidance of unnecessary intercourse with persons 
affected with highly contagious or infectious diseases 
on land is eminently desirable. At present, when- 
ever a child is seized with illness, whatever the nature 


of it may be, the neighbouring females, actnated I 


believe by feelings of kindness, are almost constant 
visitors, tendering their sympathy and good offices, 
and very frequently are accompanied by their own 
children, who. are thus exposed to the infection. 
Very generally also an unobserved intercourse takes 


place between convalescent children and healthy ones, 


and thus if a case like scarlatina occurs, it very soon 
spreads through a whole district, and many fall 
victims to it. Could the people be taught that all 


intercourse with’the sick in such cases, beyond what _ 


is actually necessary, should carefully be avoided, 
much sickness from zymotic disease would be pre- 
vented and many lives preserved. 

The observation that the excessive mortality of the 
last two months has been almost. entirely of young 
children. and aged persons, gives rise to many painful 
reflections, since it has been evidently the result of 
exposure to the rigour of an inclement season, 64 of 
the deaths in December being registered as from in- 
flammatory diseases of the lungs. The habitual and 
careless expeure to a var iation of temperature’ 
amounting to 12°.or 14° within 24° hours, of young 
children, fit only for the atmosphere of a nursery, is a 
fertile source of disease and death. The mortality. 
arnongst these helpless creatures is absolutely frightful. 
81 out of 134 deaths in December were of children 
under the age of 5 years. To find a remedy in legis- 
lation for this, the most serious of all evils affecting 
the vitality of a population, is a diffieult problem ; 
but there is a species of child-murder, which loudly 
calls for magisterial interference ; viz., the exposure of 
very young children to hunger and all the inclemencies 
of the weather, by mendicants, for the purpose of ex- 
citing compassion. I have seen the poor children 
exposed by relentless wretches from early morn till 
very late at night to a drenching rain, or to sleet and 
snow, as the case may be, a great portion of the day 
too, { dare say without food. Indeed, the worst days 
seem to be generally selected for this. exposure. The ~ 
police should apprehend the miscreants who expose 
them, and the children should be taken care of, whilst 
their unnatural guardians are punished. < 

Bronchitis, inflammation of the lungs, asthma, and 
natural decay, for in the loose phraseology of medical 
certificates they are nearly synonymous, carried off in 
November and December 41 aged. persons, whilst only 
4 died in October. Frequent exposure to wet and 
cold lead in early life to. pneumonia, and solidification 
of lung; as age advances bronchitis, and emphy sema 
supervene; the heart meeting with resistance to the 
passage of the blood through these organs dilates, its 
valves damaged by atthritie deposit still farther im- 
pede its action, and the rigid tubes through which its 
current has to pass lend it no aid. There is, however, 
a balance established which enables life to exist under 
favourable circumstances; but let the temperature be 
suddenly reduced by afew degrees, and the balance is 
destroyed. Congestion of the internal organs calls for 
an additional effort from the heart, which it is unable 
to make ; the lung-room, diminished by this conges- 
tion, {is unequal to the exigencies = life, and the 
sufferer draws his last breath.
